HAULED DOWN, 


Blount Withdraws the Ha- 
waiian Protectorate. 


@ 


The Provisional Government As- 
sumes Charge of Affairs. 


Hawaiian Volunteers Take the Place 
of the Boston’s Marines. 


The Ceremony of Hauling Down the Stars 
and Stripes—Foreign Interfer- 
* ence Will Not Be | 
Tolerated.

San. Francisco, April 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.] ‘The steamer Mari- 
posi arrived tonight, with the following 
from the Associated Press correspond- 
ent at Honolulu: 

April 6.—The Stars and 
Stripes, which for two months have 
floated from above the government 
building, have been hauled down, and 
the forces from the United States 
cruiser Boston have been sent aboard 
that vessel, and nothing indicative of 
American authority remains in Hon- 
| olulu save Minister Stevens and Com- 
missioner James H. Blount of Georgia, 
the latter of whom sits in his easy chair 
at his cottage, or at the Hawaiian 
Hotel, 

COGITATING, NO ONE KNOWS WHAT, 

Probably no more distasteful task 
ever fell to the lot of a gallant Amer- 
ican seaman than was imposed upon 
Lieut. Draper, of the United States 
Marine Corps of the Boston, who has 
been stationed at the government house 
since the provisional government as- 
sumed power, whep,\on April 1, in the 
presence of a crowd numbering prob- 
ably two thousand persons, he blew the 
notes of retreat from his bugle, and 
“Old Glorv’’ sank from the sight of the 
throng and was replaced by the hybrid 
colors of the Hawaiian monarchy, which 
still remains the flag of this land. .

ERSONAL—A YOUNG GENTLEMAN

9 o’clock onthe morning of April 1 
President Dole and his Cabinet visited 
the barracks, and inspected the men 
under arms. At 10 o’clock Cos. A, B, 
C and D of:the volunteers assembled at 
the drill-shed, making, with the reg- 
ulars, about four hundred men in all. 

The hour for hauling down the Amer- 
ican flag had been fixed for11 o’clock. 
| As early as 8 in the morning, however, 
the streets had begun to fill, the street 
corners being thronged with knots of 
white residents, who discussed the un- 
looked-for action of the American com- 
missioner; which was at first regarded in 
the light as a sop to allay the prejudices 
of the natives, and which it Was feared 
would have the effect of making them 
openly arrogant and hostile. This sus- 
picion was subsequently proved to be 
unfounded. Those residents who were 
inclined to suppor: the commissioner 
through their opinions of his good in- 
tention quoted 
CONSTITUTIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL LAW 
to sustain their contention that the flag 
had ultimately tocome down, and the 
upshot of the argument was the mutual 
assumption and assertion of the idea 
rthat—‘the provisional government 
could sustain itself, anyhow.”’ 

At the Palace Square a jumble of 
natives, Chinese, Japanese, half-castes, 
Portugues and whites, on foot and on 
horseback and in carriages, waited to 
see the flag ‘‘that never came down” 
come down. On the faces of the Amer- 


while broad grins overspread the faces 
of many of the natives. A majority of 
the on-lookers, however, preserved a 
stolid silence, 

Just before the minute hand of the 
clock in the tower reached the hour of 
11 the regular troops of the provis- 
ionul government, under command of 
Capt. John Good, marched smartly 
into the inclosure before the govern- 
ment building: and were ordered into 
line ontheleftoftheentrance. Follow- 
ing them came Co, A of the volunteers, 
Capt. Zeigler, who stationed themselves 
on the right of the entrance. Immedi- 
ately in the rear came Co..D, Capt. W. 
C. Wilder, Jr., with one gatling gun 
and two Hotchkiss fiela pieces, which 
were placedin position to silerce any 
hostile demonstration, should any occur. 
Co. Bof the volunteers, ‘Capt. Gunn, 
was left in charge of the barracks, and 
_ Co, C was stationed abcut the palace.

Soper; field officers, Lieut.-Col. Fisher 
and Maj. McLeod. 

Inside the government yard wer 
President Dole and members of his Cab- 
inet, Chief Justice Judd and other of- 
ficials, officers from the naval vessels in 
the harbor, prominent residents and 
representatives of the press. As the 
hand of the clock reached a minute past 
the.heur, Lieut. Draper stepped forth 
amid the sudden hush of the throng, 


raised his bugle and 
SOUNDED THE CALL — 
in clear and distinct notes that were 


heard at some distance. ‘Dra n by an 


unseen agency, the flag sank from sight, 
and a minute later the Hawaiiau em- 
blem was hoisted to its place. The car- 
emony was completed, and not a cheer, 
scarce a sound, accompanied the trans- 
formation. 

Some of the Mohican’s officers, as 
they turned slowly away, said: ‘*While 
the withdrawal of the flag may be the 
proper thing in international law, we 
feel as if we had no right to be here.”’ 

Co. A, Capt. Zeigler, was marched 
into the hallway of the building, to- 
gether with the Gatling gun and field 
pieces, and stationed at the various en- 
trances, and the other troops were 
marched to the barracks. | 

Lieut. Draper and his squad of ma- 
-rines proceeded to Camp Boston, where 
they joined the battalion under Lieut. 
Laird, which, under orders from Ad- 
miral Skerrett, evacuated the quarters 
they had held so long, and marched to 
the boat landing and embarked to go 
aboard the Boston and remain indeti- 
nitely. 

Thus ended another episode in Ha- 
waiian history. As the crowd dis- 
persed from the palace square it was re- 
<r by many whites, with surprise, 
that 

NO DEMONSTRATION OF ANY KIND 
had been made -when the Hawajian flag 
was raised beyond the present arms of 
the provisional troops. It wasafterward 
ascertained that the Queen had re- 
quested some of her people to make no 
outburst on the occasion. 

Commissioner Blount remains a good 
deal of an Americanspiiynx to the ma- 
jority of the people here. He is a good 
questioner, but is not so ready at im- 
parting information. 

About the only public knowledge had 
of him here is contained in the letter 
of President Cleveland to President 
}Dole, under date of March 11, in 
which Cleveland says: “I have made 
the choice of James H. Blount, one of 
our distinguished citizens, as my special 
commissioner to visit the Hawaiian 
Islands and make a report to me con- 
cerning the present status of affairs in 
that country. He is well informed of 
our sincere desire to cultivate and 
maintain to the fullest extent the 


} friendship which has so long exsisted 


between the two countries, and in all 
matters affecting the relations with 
the government of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands his ‘a'thority is paramount.”’ 

oe VISITS OF STATE. 

The members of the provisional gov- 
ernment called on Commissioner Blount 
ina body on April 8, returning his of- 
ficial visit of March 80, when he was 
introduced by Minister Stevens and 
presented his credentials. The confer- 
ence at Blount’s cottage lasted over an 
hour. Atty.-Gen. Smith, in speaking of 
it, said that, while the commissioner 
gave them no direct assurance of any 
kind beyond the fact that the United 
States would allow no foreign interfer- 
ence here, the government was well 
pleased with the manner of the com- 
missioner, and did not think theif in- 
terests would suffer at his hands. | 

President Dole said he was satisfied 
Mr. Blount was proceeding in the 
» proper manner, and that the provis- 
ional government was strong enough to 
maintain itself against any internal dis- 
turbance. 

The chief danger apprehended here is 
that of Japanese interference, either 
onan application of the Japanese sub- 
jects or the Hawaiians themselves. 

Minister Stevens, Com missioner 
Blount and Admiral Skerritt consulted 
over the matter, and, it is stated, 
agreed that Japanese’ interference 
would be an act of hostility tothe 
United States, and that the Ameri- 
can interests demand that such acts be 
repelled, 

NO HOSTILE DEMONSTRATIONS, 
however, have been made by any party 
upto this writing. So many rumors 
have been circulated reporting the in- 
tention of the Mikado’s representatives 
that the officers of the Naniwa and Con- 
sul Fugii have been led to make denials 
of the reports. . Consul Fugii, in a news- 
paper interview, denied that he had re- 
ceived a communication from Commis- 
sioner Blount regarding the attitude of 
the United States, and claimed there 
was no foundation for the report that 
his governmeut would interfere in Ha- 
waiian affairs. 

THE QUEEN’S PENSION. 

The monthly pension of $1250 paid 
Queen Liliuokalani by the provisional 
government has been the subject of 
much debate lately, and in the Council 
on March 31, J. A. McCandless offered 
a resolution to the effect that she be 
paid $500 per month so long as she, in 
good faith, carries out certain conditions 
and restrictions relating to political 
matters, which would be prescribed by 


The resolution was considered in execu- 

tive session, and it was decided to post- 

pone further paymd@nt of pensions until 

the Queen’s conduct in regard to politi- 

cal interference became apparent. 
OFFICIAL CHANGES. 


Several official changes have been 
made recently. A. S. Cleghorn, father 
of Princess Kaiulani, retires from the 
Collectorship of Customs. His  suc- 
cessor has not yet been named. 

J. Morton Oat succeeds Walter Hill as 
Postmaster-General, the latter having 
been sent to an insane asylum, his mind 
having suffered from responsibilities in

YPSILANTI'S WRECK, 


Piled Fifteen Feet High in the 
Streets. 

YpsiLanti (Mich.,) April 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.| This city today is 
ina lamentable condition, and business 
is suspended, owing to the havoc played 
by last nighv’s storm. Almost all of 
the prihcipal business blocks, stores, 
operahouse, postoffice, hotels and sev- 
eral dwellings were either demolished 
or badly damaged. Houses were lifted 
from their foundations, buildings un- 
roofed and walls tumbled into the 
streets, a mass of ruins. In some 
places the debris was piled tifteen 
feet high. All the elecric light 
and other wires were blown down 
and the city is in darkness tonight. 
The heavy rain which followed the 
storm added largely to the damage of 
the stocks of goods left exposed. 
There were many narrow escapes, but 
so far asknown not a-‘life will be lost 
as the result of the storm. Roughly es- 
timated, the loss on business houses is

between $100,000 and $150,000, di- . 


vided up among a large number of per- 
sons. Somewhere near one hundred 
and fifty dwellings and barns were de- 
stroyed, on which the loss is estimated 
at $30,000. The work of ciearing up 
the streets was rushed as fast as possi- 


‘ble all day, and considerable débris has © 


alreadv been removed.

Detroit, April 18,—A wind and rain 
storm passed throygh the township of 
Royal Oak tast*might.

Mr. Carter Continues in His -Presen- 
tation of the Case. | 


Mr. Blaine’s Communications to the Brit- 
ish Representatives—Pelagic Seal- 
7 ing an Injury to the 
Industry.

Paris, April15.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated P@s.] Upon the resumption 
of the sitting of the Bering Sea Court 
of Arbitration today, James C. Carter 
continued on behalf of the United 
States his presentation of the American 
side of the case, which was commenced 
yesterday. He read the letters bear- 
ing upon the question at issue, which 
were sent by the late Mr. Blaine, when 
Secretary of State, to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Minister at 
Washington. After reading these let- 
ters, Mr. Carter commented upon them 
at length. He contended that Mr. 
Blaine’s communications to the British 
representatives showed that the basis 
of the negotiations for the regulation of 
the sealiug industry was to preserve 
the species, and this, apart from the 


question of right. ‘Lord Salis- | 
Mr. Carter further con- 
tended, ‘in his dispatches’ to 


Sir Julian Pauncefote, in response to 
Mr. Blaine’s letters, ably and ingen- 
iously avoided, rather than answered, 
Mr. Blaine’s arguments that pelagic 
fishing was contra bono mores.’’ — 

At this point John T. Morgan, one of 
the arbitrators oh the part of the 
United States, inquired whether Can- 
ada had approved the draft of the con- 
vention before Lord Salisbury had made 
his suggestion relative to the ten-mile 
limit. This question ledto a discus- 
sion, in which Mr, Carter, Sir Charles 
Russel, of counsel of Great Britain, Sir 
John Thompson of Canada, one of the 
British arbitrators, and Senator Morgan 
took part. 

Mr. Carter admitted that the facts of 
pelagic sealing were wrong, and did 
not give the United States the right to 
interfere, but contended that when it 
was proved that such sealing injured 
the American industry it be- 
came the duty of the - United 
States to stop practice. Mr. 
Carter, in concluding, proceeded to 
question the right of the United States 
to protect its sealing interests and in- 
dustry. He began by declaring. that 
however valuable to the United States 
the seal herd might be, its greatness as 
a nation forbade its accepting any de- 
cision unless founded upon the prin- 
ciples of justice. He was convinced 
Great Britain shared these views, and 
demanded only a decision dictated by 
these principles. He appealed to the 
members of the court to dismiss from 
théir breasts every feeling of partiality, 
and give a judgment, not as citizens of 


any particular country, but as citizens.

This 
association has been formed for the pur- 
pose of» selling on commission fruit 
direct from the producer without the 
interposition of expensive middlemen. 
By carefully regulating the volume of 
Shipments it is hoped to be able to sell 
green fruits throughout the country at 

_ fair prices at all times, instead of per- 
mitting the breaking down of prices by 
the indiscriminate flooding of Eastern 
markets with fruit for which there is 
no sale. 


Tae legal battle between Sacramento 
and San José over the regularity of the 
amendment passed by the Legislature 
for the removal of the capital will. be 
hard fought, and -the issue, like all in- 
volved technical questions of the law, 
Ys doubtful. There are many good law- 
yers in this portion.of the State who 
believe that the action of the Legisla- 
ture was entirely regular. If Sacra- 
mento shouid gain a victory in the 
courts, however, we apprehend that her 
triumph will not be of many years’ 
Standing. The idea of removing the 
capital has by this time got a firm hold 
inthe public mind, and it is sure to..be 
brought forward again, even tothe ex- 
tent of making it an issue ina State 
Campaign. Sacramento may gaiv 
Something br fighting for time, but 
eventual discomfture awaits her. 


Is the Tornado Inevitablef 
In reading the reports of disaster in 
various portions of the country from 
the visitations of tornadoes (erro- 


neously called cyclones) itseems a most 
lamentable thing that mankind should | 


be subjected to this evil without any 
hope of prevention. Men have brought 
their wits into requisition in dealing 
with most of the elements in nature, 
and them measurably to 
control. The navigation of the ocean, 


4 which used to be fraught with so many 


terrors, has been rendered about as 
safe as trayeling upon land, Fire and 
flood have, to% great extent, been re- 
stricted in their powers of devastation, 
and science has all but banished pesti- 
lence from the. most civilized nations. 
But the powers of the air seem to be 
the most difficult of mastery. Wehave 
not yet learned to turn them into serv- 
ants to transport us from place to 
place, nor have we discovered any way 
in which to rob them of their destruc: 
tive tendencies. But man has not yet 
reached the end of his tether, and we 
have enough confidence in the human 
intellect to believe that he will yet be- 
come measurably the master of the air. 
For thousands of years it was the 
general belief that calamities of all 
kinds were a visitation of the wrath of 
the Divine Being upon mankind. Some 
good people in the most highly civilized 
nations stillcling to,that old-fashioned 
superstition. As long as the world 
held the idea that a stroke of lightning 
was a bolt of wrath sent from the hand 
of Jupiter; as long as it regarded a 
great storm atsea as a manifestation 
of the displeasure of Neptune; as long 
as it accepted drouth, famine, pestil- 
ence as a realization of the. ill-will of 
Jehovah, there was little chance for the 
race to find relief from these afflictions. 
But an age which broke away from the 
thralldom of superstition devised a- 
lightning rod by which it shunted off 
the bo!ts of Jove; built better ships and 
poured oil upon the troubled waters to 
appease Neptune, and averted the dis- 
pleasure of Jehovah by better sanita- 
tion anda mastery of the science of 
medicine. Drouth was obviated by a 
devout attention to irrigation and fam- 
ine was rendered an impossibility in 
the most civilized countries by in- 
creased production and the establish- 
ment of ready means of transportation. 
To indulge in one more illustration 
we may cite the case of Cape Town, 
Africa, which was oncean orange-grow- 
ing country, and had many beautiful 
and productive groves. But, one evil 
day, alittle cottony bug (the Vedalia 


cardinalis) came along and took lodg- 


ment in the trees and propagated and 
multiplied. It was an enemy which the 
growers thought they could not combat, 
and so they allowed it to go on in its 
work of destruction, and now there are 
no orange groves in Cape town. The 
same bug found its way to Southern 


‘California and infested our trees, but 


we sent to Australia and imported 
another little bug to fight it, and we 
still have our orange groves. 

Now, the point which we wish to urge 
is that mankind should not accept any 
sort of calamity as inevitable. There 
is generally a means of prevention at 


,his disposal if he will only look for it, 


and find itand employ it. But, in order 
to find the prevention, we must study 
the evil and find out all aboutit. Mak- 
ing.a direct application of the principle 
to the topic under discussion, the way 
for people to obtain some means of 
protection from tornadoes is first to 
make a study of tornadoes and find out 
all that it is possible to learn about 
their origin, character and habits. The 
importance of a study of meteorology 
and the advai cement of this science to 
a more comprehensive and thorough 
basis is thus made manifest. There is 
no department of human knowledge 
that demands more careful and persis- 
tent attention than this. The lives and 
fortunes of thousands of people depend 
upon the sclution of its problems. 

The reason that those who dwell in 
the interior of the country are so siow 
to adopt this rational course is because 
they have been educated to think that 
the tornado is invincible and inevitable. 
And some of the leading scientists of 
the United States Weather Bureau are 
responsible for this belief. They have 
stated that there is no hope .of ever de- 
vising any means to prevent a tornado 
or robitof its destructive tendencies, 
and the best they can do is to advise 
people in tornado-swept sections to pre- 
pare cellars and caves of refige and 
run to them when they see the swirling 
terror approaching. Most lame and 
impotent conclusion! Humiliating con- 
fession to be wrung from men who oc- 
cupy places at the head of the Depart- 
ment of Meteorology! 

» The experienced skipper who: fails in 
tropical seas would not be thankful for 
such advice, even provided it were pos- 
sible for him to take refuge in the hold 
ot his ship or dive into 4 mid-ocean cel- 
lar. When he encounters a tornado 
(which on the ocean takes the form of a 
waterspout,) and the ugly thing comes 
too near for safety, he fires a cannon 
ball through it.' That generally settles 
the disturbance, 

Now, we de not imagine that a tor- 
nado sweeping across the surface of the 
land could be broken up by any such 
‘military reception, but we doclaim that 
if it is possible to dissipate a tornado 
on the water it ought to be possibie to

This is based 
on the conception that the. active and 
mischievous principie of the tornado is 
electricity, and that a tall conductor or 
aseries of conductors, which would’ 
furnish a ready means of electrical com-

j muhication between the earth and the: 
“upper atmosphere would obviate thé 


difficulty. Nature has set the example 
by protecting a good half of the country 
with tornado towers of her own in the 
form of mountains. There is yet a good 
deal that man can learn by consulting 
Nature. 

However, scientists 
Weather Bureau attach but little 
weight to the idea that electricity 
plays an important part in tornadoes, 
although they often record its mani- 
festation as one of the incidental feat- 
ures. They would not be guilty of such 
recklessness as to concede that elec- 
tricity might be the moving cause, and 
thereupon institute a series of investi- 
Nothing would in- 
duce them to make an experiment with 
tornado towers; and, unless the sug- 
gestion comes from them, it will have 
but little force with scientists and the 
country atlarge. 

So they advise tornado cellars and 
caves, and tell people which way to 
run. They are willing to accept disas- 
ter as.inevitable; and the people most 
concerned, who believe implicitly in 
their dicta, do nothing intheir own be- 
half, but. Wait patiently untila tornado 
comes along and blows them and their 
into smithereens.

Ir the public schools of the city are 
obliged to close on the 2d of June, as 
intimated, for lack of funds, it will be 
an unfortunate thing for the pupils, will 
greatly disorganize the system, and, 
what is more, the report going abroad 
will give the city adamaged reputa- 
tion.

Santa, 
[From the Society's ‘programme.} 

Situated in lat. 34°.26t N., and long. 119° 
42’ W. of Greenwich. It is remarkable for 
its flora, which conmibigés the fruits and 
flowers of the tempergtegone with those of 
the tropics. Its climate is most delightful; 
no other place on the globe can show a 
record of so many beautiful sunny days in 
ayear. Atthe same timé the heat is not 
oppressive. The climate is more like the 
Rivira of the Mediterragean than any 
other. 

The situation which taviirs the growth of 
flowers [on the Mediterranean] is quite 
similar to that of Santa Barbara. There is 
a great wall of mountains on the: north 
sloping toward the.southern sea, and be- 
tween the foot of these tiguntains and the 
shore there is a narrow space of fertile 
land. In some places the mountains ap- 
proach almost to the edge of the blue 
waters; in others they recede, giving more 
room for cultivation. In Santa Barbara 


these same conditione are most happily 


combined. The sea coast runs almost due 
west trom Rincon Point, fifteen miles east 
of Santa Barbara, t® Point Concepcion, 
thirty-five miles west. arly parallel with 
the coast rises the rocky, : precipitous wall 
of the Santa Ynez Mountains, 400Q feet 
high. Seaward, the long Iine of the Channel 
Islands, Anacapa, Santa Cruz, Santa Rosa 
and San Miguel, bréak ‘the storms of the 
ocean, and shut in a rh 4 of sheltered sea. 
The coast itself is formed of high bluffs of 
land, rising... from gently sloping 
beaches of shining» sand. “Tie Santa Bar- 
bara Valley lies between these bluffs and 
the mountains. Beautiful valley! Pro- 
tected by high mountains on the north and 
guarded from the too rough breezes of the 
sea by the mesa, and by the Ghannel Islands, 
with a most fertile soil, it fyrnighes all the 
conditions which produée most lovely 
flowers, and here is the’ natural home of 
the flower festival.

Third Day of the Los Angeles 
Presbytery. 


Election of Commissioners to the 
General Assembly. 


Reports Presented on the Extension 
of Sunday-schools. 


The Division of the Presbytery Discussed 
at Length—Final Action Post- 
poned Until the Next 
Meeting. 


Thursday's session of the Presbytery 
of Los Angeles was preceded by devo- 
tional exercises, led by Rev. Mr. Donald 
of Colton, 

At 10 a.m. the voting for the remain- 
ing commissioners to the General Assem- 
bly was resumed, which resulted in the 
election of A. C. Junkin of Westminster 
and Rev. Mr. Hopkins of Santa Ana. 
The alternates chosen were Rev. Dr. 
Marks of Cucamonga, W. S. Young of 
Boyle Heights and L. F. Laverty of East 
Los Angeles, 

Reports were made by Lyman Evans, 
Esq., of San Bernardino, and Rev. Mr. 
McBirney (the Sunday-school mission- 
ary) in regard to the extension of the 
Sunday-schools in the presbytery. 

Kev. Dr. Hutchins, of the Congrega- 


tional Church, and Rev. Mr. Taylor, of 


St. John’s Episcopal Church, Los An- 
geles, and others, were made corre- 
sponding members. 

Rev. Mr. Gage brought in a report’ on 
ministerial relief, a subject dear to the 
presbytery. 

Kev. Dr. Hutchin3 was invited to read 
the resolutions on ‘Interdenomina- 
tional Coéperation’’ passed at the Con- 
gregational Association at Ventura last 
October. The substance of thes¢ reso- 
lutions, Which the Congregational Asso- 
ciation heartily indorsed, is, first, that 
‘the principal of interdenominational 
coéperation is the opposer of interna- 
tional competion,’’ and that the associa- 
tion expresses the belief ‘that if the 
various evangelical churches may not be 
united in creeds, they may be united 
in deeds,’’ and, second, that all siste 
denominations be invited to consult 
concerning the adoption of some sys-. 
tem or plan by which competitive 
methods, where there is a sparse popu- 
lation, may give way to codperative 
methods. This important mattér was 
referred to the Home Mission Commit- 
tee. . 

Rev. R. Hartley gave an interesting 
narrative of the state of sist. ies and 
morals in the Presbvtery. 

Rev. R. D. Young, inthe absence of 
Rev. Dr. Carrier, read the report from 
the Committee on Education, which 


‘made various recommendations. 


The county division matter is catch- 
ing. and an overture was read by the 


chairman of the Committee on 
overtures, which, on petition, 
| been sent to the presbytery, 


presbytery be divided by setting off the 
churches in the counties of Ventura 
and Santa Barbara, thus forming a new 
presbytery. After some discussion on 
this subject in the forenoon and after- 
noon, the whole matter was referred to 
a committee to be reported on at the 
next meeting of the presbytery. 

Rev. Mr.. Laverty reported on the 
freedmen. 

The lay representatives to the gen- 
eral assembly, elected by the presby- 
tery, were Elders Coyner, Poorand A. 
D. Seward; alternates, Elders Diehl, 
McCoy and Cockins. 

Rev. Dr. Chichester, from the Com- 
mittee on the General Assembly. Over- 
tures Concerning Revision, reported 
recommending that of the twenty-nine

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DIED BY POISON. 


Result of the Inquiry in the 
Steinhauser Case. 


The Testimony Brought Out Before 
the Coroner’s Jury. 


No Doubt but What It Was a Case | 


of Self-destruction, 


As the Deceased Had Frequently Dis- 
cussed the Best Means of: Committing 
Suicide and Threatened to 
Take His Life. 


Coroner Cates held an inquest vester- 
day afternodn on the remains of Dr. J. 
Gottfried Steinhauser, who died under 
peculiar circumstances at No. 214 West 
Sixth street Wednesday night. The 
evidence given showe® plainly that the 
deceased came to his death through 
poison administered by his‘own hand, 
with suicidal intent, in consequence of 
his recent family troubles, which culmi- 
nated in a suit for divorce entered by 
his wife. 

For some time past he haa been very 
despondent, and on Saturday, in a con- 
versation with his attorney, Move 
Wicks, Esq., intimated that he would 
commit suicide and so end his troubles. 
Mr. Wicks did his best to talk him out 
of the mood, urging the care of the 
the children as a reason why he should 


- desire to live.» At that time the Doctor 


had evidently laid his plans to 
take his own life, for he showed 
Mr. Wicks ‘a memorandum book 


in the back of which had been written 
a note to Judge Wade, stating that the 
divorce case had been taken to a higher 
court. Upon leaving the office of Mr. 
Wicks Dr. Steinhauser seemed some- 
what lightened in spirit and went bome 
in a more cheerful frame of mind. On 


Monday following the divorce case was 
in aécordance 


again continued, and, 
with the usual rule, the motion to allow 


the plaintiff alimony and attorney’sfees 


was granted, precipitating the set-to 
between the attorneys. Steinhauser, 
not being familiar with court usage, 
evidently looked upon the granting of 
the motion as premonitoty of the defeat 
of his case, and that evening-was more 
downhearted than ever. He told Mr. 
Wicks that it was only the remembrance 
of the advice given on Saturday that 
prevented him from suiciding Sunday. 
Mr. Wicks did not again see him alive. 
Mrs. Seifka, who keeps the lodging- 
house on Sixth street where the de-. 
ceased died, said that the Doctor was 
in the habit of coming to her place 
quite frequently to talk about his} 
troubles. Wednesday hecame in acting 
quite strangely and seeming more dis- 
pirited than she ever. before had seén 
him. After talking some little time he 
began to cry and prav ashe knelt on. 
the floor beside a chair. Mrs. Seifka 
left him there,Jbut as he continued to 
remain on his knees she became alarmed 
and requested a friend to watch that he 
did himself no bodily harm. Finally 
she pursuaded him to lie downona 
bed. This was early in the afternoon. 
He soon fell off in a heavy slumber and 
did not awake until nearly 7 
He then roused up and talked a little, 


‘dropping off again shortly: in anothér 


deep sleep. He did not again wake up, 
and died about 10.o0’clock. When it 


was noticed that he seemed to be sink- 
in, a physician was sent for, but. death | 


ensued before the latter’s arrival. 

Taking all things into consideration, 
the conclusion was that the dead man 
had decided to carry out his threat, and, 
before coming to Mrs, Seifka’s place, 
had taken morphine with the fixed pur- 
pose of ending~his existence. He had 
even told a friend previously that he 
believed a certain quantity of the drug 
would speedily cause death, and evi- 
dently had decided upon this method of 
suicide as the one least painful. 

Dr. Wernigk, who assisted in the 
post-mortem’ examination, testified 
that he had found all the organs of the 
deceased in normal condition, and was 
sure that death resulted by use of arti- 
ficial means. He believed that voison 
had been administered, bit as to the 
exact kind he would be unable to state 
without making an analysis of the 
stomach and its contents. ; 

Coroner Cates said. that to make 
such an analysis would entail an ex- 
pense of severai hundred dollars to the 
county, which seemed hardly justifiable 
under the circumstances. 

By adopting the negative method of 
proof, that is, by finding that death did 
not result from.a.diseased condition 
of the organs of the body, the theory 
that poison had been the cause was the 
most natural one at which to arrive. 

The jury brought in a verdict to the. 
effect that the deceased came to his 
death by poisoning. There seemed to 
be a doubt in their minds as to whether 
or not the drug was administered by 
the deceased himself with suicidal 
intent, and,they therefore did not ex- 
press themselves on that point. ~ 

It is believed that Steinhauser took 


_about five grains of morphine hypoder- 
mically. 


He was well versed in medi- 
cine, and knew the effects of the 
various poisons. In discussing suicide 
with a friend on Saturday last, Stein- 
hauser said that he thought above ' 
grains of morphine, administered hypo- 
dermically, was a fatal dose. It was 
painless, and a post mortem, such.as is 
ordinarily made, would reveal nothing. 
It. is the belief of those who know 
Steinhauser that he put his theory into 
practice, with the result as above 
stated,

Another Chanter in the Record of 
Howes, the Hotel Beat. 


He Has Swindied Every One With Whom 


ife Came tn Contact—Meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce— 
Ansheim Notes, 
SANTA ANA. 
The altogether-too-previous W 


Howes was yesterday brought out of the 
County Jail and taken before Judge Free- 
manto plead to the charge of beating 
Jimmy Jones out of several weeks’ board 
and lodging; but he thought he ought to 
have a lawyer, so upon request he was 
giyen twenty-four hours’ further time in 
which to take counsel and prepare himself 
for adefense. He will be brought up again 
today at 2 p.m. Since Howes’ arrest it has 
developed that he is one of the smoothest 
individuals who ever attempted to’ operate 
in this localitv. His depredations have not 
been confined alone to this county, as the 
following from the San Bernardino Courier 
will indicate, and the people here are 
hoping, for the benefit of the public, that 
he will get his deserts, now that he has at 
last been tripped up: 

‘Advices have been received in this city 
to the effect that F. W. Howes has been ar- 
rested: in -Los Angeles for beating the 
Brunswick Hotel of Santa Ana outof a 
board bill, and had been taken tothe lat- 
ter city and lodged in jail. Howes is well 
known in this city, and those who had deal- 
ings with him when he sojourned here will 
at once admit that he is one of the most un. 
mitigated scoundrels that ever visited this 
region. He came here about a vear ago 
and secured a position in the County Re- 
corder’s office. He possessed a good bari- 
tone voice. The bent of his wickedness 
tended toward churches, and he succeeded 
in ingratiating himself with several con- 
gregations. Those who had dealings wit 
him, however, had reason to regret the 
fact. If there were any two arts inthe 
whole category of villiany in which Howes 
was particularly an adept. they were bor- 
rowing money and beating hotels. Within 
tne period of his brief sojourn here he 
swindled a score or more. Capt. A. S. 
Davidson and J. K.Schermerhorn remember 
him to thetune of $15 each, while J. A. 
Lamb and J. F. Johnson, Jr., besides sev- 
eral deputies inthe County Recorder’s of- 
fice, were victimized in varying amounts, 
He was fired out of the Hotel Stewart for 
the non-payment of board. and his trunk 
was retained as security; he did not 
redeem it, and it was consumed in the fire, 
which destroyed that building. He owes 
the Terrace Villa Hotel at Redlands a board 
bill of no inconsiderable proportions, while 
his engaging ways induced Mrs. McConkey, 
a widow lady of that city who conducts a 
boarding-house, to lend him $130 until he 
received a check from the East. The 
check, it is needless to say, has not arrived, 


‘and the lady is out her money. 


‘Since leaving here Howes has devoted 
himself with assiduous care to swindling 
other communities. He was arrested in 
Los Angeles last tall, but managed to extri- 
cate himself his It ap. 
pears, however, that the officer’ in Santa. 
Anaare determined to push the case 
against him. If they do so they will rid 
this part of the State of a pest which has 
been too long allowed to victimize people 
unrestrained.’’

ANAHEIM. 

Although fumigation was carried on 
pretty vigorously nearly all last summer 
ana fall, and a large proportion of the red 
scale in our orchards killed, the pest con- 
tinues to give trouble in this county. It is 
true that in many casés the work of fumi- 
gating was carelessly done, or the chemi- 
cals were improperly mixed, for in some 
instances young shoots on the trees were 
burned, in gthers half-grown fruit was 
scorched, and, in many orchards, only a 
portion of the scale were killed. Then 
again, some badly-infested trees were 
skipped altogether, or only treated months 
after the fumigators had first passed 
through the neighborhood, thus giving the 
scale a chance to spread to the fumigated 
orchards. The writer knows of one citizen 
here who has twenty-four orange trees in 
his garden. Of thes2 six were cut back to 
the stump and four were very small trees, 
leaving fourteen bearing. The fumigators 


treated the trees (breaking downa lot of ! 


valuable shrubs and flowers in so doing,) 
and presented a bill for $°3.30 for the 
work. The owner of the trees realized 
$6.28 for his crop from the fourteen bear- . 
ing trees. e trees at the present time 
are more thigkly covered with scale than 
before they were fumigated. 

There is doubt that €igorous measures 
must be adopted by the orange-growers of 
Southern California to get rid of the scale 
pest, apd fumigation bas been proven to be 
one of the best plans known, but the work

THE ANAHEIM DISEASE. 


The Result of Secretary Scott’s Recent

A 
new schedule of rates went into effect, 
which were considerably lower than 
the old rates, butthe rates of the Co- 
lombian Steamship Company, in con- 

unction with the North American Nav- 
Eaton Company, via the Panama Rail- 
road, are still lower. Stubbs proposes 
to meet their rates and will make a 
big cut under the new all-rail schedule. 
This is taken as a declaration of war 
between the Southern Pacific and the. 
Colombian Steamship. Company. The 
only points in California which will get 
the benefit of the reduced rates of the 
freight war are the terminal points, 
San Francisco, San José, Oakland, 
Stockton, Sacramento, Marysville,,.New- 
hall. Los Angeles and San Diego. All 
‘other pointsin the State will be charged 
the old rates.

REGULATING a IN JAPAN | 


Fines Paid in Advance e—No Woman Al- 
F lowed to Edit a Paper. 
{London Standard, } 

Journalism in Japan ‘appears to be 
surrounded by some stern restrictions, 
the desirability of abolishing or amend- 
ing which has lately been occupying:the 
attention of the Japanese Parliament. 
In. Europe, when. newspapers offend 
against the law, fines are iuflicted on 
the editor, writer, printer or publisher, 
as the case may be; but in Japanit ap- 


pears that the journalists begin by pay- | 


ing a fine, though the amount may pos- 
sibly be returned to them in course of 
time—-for that is the practical result of 
depositing sums of money with the an- 
thorities, varying from 350 to 1000 
yen vearly, as evidence of good faith. 
If fines are inflicted, at any rate of less 
than the amount of deposit, there cap 
te no question of non-payment. 

A motion was made to abolish this 
deposit, as also the power of the gov- 
ernment to suspend a paper which pub- 
lished anything «calculated to disturb 
the public peace, but the right of sus- 
pension was retained by 81 votes to 48; 
and, as to the desirability of demanding 
the security, the House was unanimous.

A TRIBE WITH AGRICULTURAL INSTINCTS. 
Fully as predatory in thir habits as 


were far more industrious. While most 
of the prairie tribes depended for food 
on the chase—not eyen knowing the 
taste of bread until put upon reserva- 
tions—the Wichitas have already culti- 
vated large fields of corn, beans and 
pumpkins, andin front of every house 
may be seen the mortar, hollowed out 
froma log of wood, and the heavy 
wooden pestle with which the women 


-poiind the corn into mea}. 


Most of them have adopted a fantastic 


| stvle of citizen’s dress, but they still 


retain their soft moccasins of smoked 
deerskin, and both men and women al- 
low their Iuxuriant black hair to fall 
loosely its full length about their shoul- 
ders. 

The women cut their calico dresses 
in the prevailing stvle of the prairi. 
tribes—with short sleeves open at the 


‘underarm seam, so‘that when the arm is 


raised the breast is exposed. They 
tattoo their faces with circles and lines 
in various patterns. In former times 
their only covering was a short skirt. 
made of strings of bark fibers. 

A CHARMING SUMMER VILLAGE. 

But the peculiar thing about the 
Wichitas is their house-building. Like 
other prairie tribes, they live during 
the winte epees of buffalo skin or 
canvas stgetched over poles brought to- 
gether at the top, and asthese can be 
set up ortaken downin half an hour 
thev are exactly suited to a migratory 
people. Butassoon as spring comes 
on the tepee is abandoned,and they move 


-into their permanent village of grass 


houses, which remind one of those used 


by the river tribes of the Amazon and 


the Orinoco. Noother Indians in this 
country build such “ouses. And as the 
Wichitas are bit a small tribe, there are 
probably not fifty of them in all. 
GOOD MODEL FOR 8UMMER CAMPERS. 

They are built round, withya diame- 
‘ter of twenty orthirty feet, and have 
the top conical, instead of pointed, as 
stout poles bent over and fastened to- 
in the skin tepee. The framework is of 
gether at the top with tough strips of 
bark. Parallel rows of flexible withes 
are tied at right angles to these sup- 
ports, being brought alternately over 
and under the larger poles and held in 
place with the same bark ropes. This 
framework is next covered with a thick 
thatch of long prairie grass, cut when 
itis green and laid on lengthwise in 


ing covered by the lower ends of the 
tiers next above, in shingle fashion, in 
order td. throwatbe rain better. The 
grass is held in flace by small pliant 
branches woven in and out between the 
main poles so skillfully that in a new 
house they are scarcely noticeable. 

The smoke-hole is placed, not at the 

top, as is usual in most Indian struc- 
tures, but a little below, and at one 
side; itis about eight inches square, 
the sides being very neatly and regu- 
larly formed by plaiting grass into a 
border. There are commonly two door- 
ways, placed opposite and ‘facing the 
east and west. They are about five 
feet high, rounded at the top, and com- 
ing straight down to the ground, the 
borders being neatly plaited as in the 
smoke-hole. 
The doors are alsoof grass, woven 
upon a frame of small sticks; they are 
simply set up against the opening when 
it is desirable to close the lodge. The 
doorway is usually left open, however, 
excepting in bad weather. There are 
no windows; the only light comes from 
the open doors or from the fire at night, 
unless we take into account the few 
straggling rays from the smoke-hole. 
The ground is the only floor. 

Within the center’is the fireplace, a 
shallow hole; on each side of this is an 
upright forked stick supporting a hori- 
zonal pole, 
hung. In the ordinary tepee the kettle 
hangs from a single crooked stick driven 
into the ground at an angle. 

All around the sides of the house 
other stout, upright poles, forked at 
the top, are driven into the ground, 
about five feet from the walls. The 
forked ends reaching up to the main 
poles of the framework help to support 
them. About two feet from the ground 
strong cross-pieces run out from these 
uprights and join the poles, forming 
the walls. Smaller poles’ are laid 
across these and bound in place with 
bark, and upon this frame are spread 
the blankets or buffalo skins which 
form the bed. 

THE SOCIAL BOWERS. 

Near the dwelling-house is usnally 
a grass-thatched bower with a raised 
floor, where the people congregate to 
smoke and gossip in the long summer 
afternoons. “ 

Not far away are high platforms, 
raised on posts, with notched logs lean- 
ing against the tops for ladders; on 
these the corn and pumpkins are dried. 

While making collections among the 
southwestern tribes last year for the 
World’s Fair, I -had a large model ofa 
grass house built so that visitors to the 
exposition will be able to get a very 
good idea of these curious houses,

WOMEN AND THE LAW. 


NEW YORK WOMEN LAWYERS WHO 
ARE ALSO NOTARIES PUBLIC. 


Many of Them Are Court Reporters and 
Find Their Services Are More Valuable 
When They Are Able to Administer 
Oaths—Their Duties Are Simple. 


At avery important trial in the courts 
the other day. 1 saw a dark ey ed little wom- 
an swearing in witnesses, Thesight rather 
astonished me. -I asked the clerk who and 
what she was. 

“A notary public and commissioner in 
the court of claims,” Le replied. ‘Didn't 
you know that women held these —: 

I confessed ignorance. 

“The history of the first appointment 4 is 
quite interesting,” he continued. ‘The ap 

licant was Miss Jennie Turner, now Mrs. 

Cwers. 

‘The first time a paper came into court 
with her signature it was denied admittance 


_or recognition, and there was a hurly burly 


argumentative time over it. The judge 
doubted the right of a woman to hold the 


Office, but fhe governor, after some length 


of time, declared that a woman could be 
come a notary public, and the fight was 
over.” 

I hustled round to find the name of the 
governor who had thus made himself fa- 
mous. It was Governor Cornell. Mrs. 
Powers, whom I called upon, told me all 
about it. She has au comfortable office in 
the Mutual Life Insurance building on 
Nassau street, and I was agreeably disap- 
pointed in finding ber anything but a legal 
looking woman. She is tall, spare and 
wiry, with deep, dark eyes, a Scottish ex- 


pression, and plenty of wit ia her makeup. 


She isa money maker and adopted the of- 
fice of. notary public to further her steno- 
graphic and court reporting interests. 

~ She has little time for gossip, is not in- 
terested in dress or the frivolous things of 
life and is shy of fame. 

“If women really wish to become equal 
with men,” said she, “they must work and 
not talk.” 

Mrs. Powers evidently has little hopes 
for her sex, because she must know that if 
women couldn’t talk they not only 
wouldn’t work, but they wouldn’t live. 

“I do not sce anything extraordinary in 
women no.aries public,” Mrs. Powers said. 
“The office merely requires responsibility, 
judgment and perception, and I think any 
sensible, careful woman has these traits. 
In reality there is very little money in it, 
but considerable influence.” 7 

When Miss Mary, F. Seymour put in her 
application fora notary public appointment, 
the governor in power said, “She was fitted 


-to hold any public office,” and at once 


granted her the request. 
That was six years ago, and she has been 


‘reappointed several times since. 


“Do you liketo have men swearing be- 
fore you?” I inquired of her. 


“T don’t mind that,” she replied, “‘if they | 
formulate their oaths gracefully end expe- 


ditiously.” 

**Do men make any objections to women 
notaries?”’ 

“No., [think they like the idea. When- 
ever the client comes once to the office I no- 
tice he generaily returns for future busi- 


ess.’ 

‘“What led you to think of becoming a 
notary?”’ 

“Necessity. I was a and 
court reporter, and I realized that the office 
would ‘be of value to me. Where the re- 
porter has the power of notary public he 
or she can administer oaths, swearin wit- 
nesses and take testimony.”’ 

“Do you make much money out of your 
office?”’ 

“Well, now, that israthera delicate ques- 
tion, but I will give you the best answer! 
can. From just the proceeds of the fees re- 
sulting from the office of notary public I 


.don’t think any woman could exist, but by 


performing the duties one is thrown in the 
way of much legal work, as the making out 
of wills, the arrangement of expert testi- 
mony and such jobs, which mean money. 
‘“Many patent lawyers have their private 
secretaries made notaries for convenience.”’ 
. Miss Seymour is about medium height, 
| with a fair skin, light blue eyes and an 
open countenance. She is a native of Illi- 
nois, and probably inherited her executive 


talents from her father, who was an emi- | 


nent western lawyer and author. She com- 
menced life as a teacher, then branched out 
into stenography, which greatly troubled 
her family, particularly her brothers, who 
thought that profession at that time a very 


unpleasant.one for women. 


About the period when women stenogra- 
phers were first heard of Miss’ Seymour 
started a gchool : of typewriting and short- 
hand and it a success. This school is 
still in existence and continues to grow in 
importance each year. Miss Seymour is 
i the editor of The American Woman’ 's 
Journal, the organ of business women,..~ 

‘Miss Harriette M. Johnstofi t4me from 
the scholarly regions of Vassar college, and 
no doubt imbibed from childhood the inde- 
pendent womanly spirit which is as free as 
air in that country. 

She studied law fortwo years in Pough- 
keepsie, but thinking that New York peo- 
ple were not advanced enough to accept 
women lawyers as just. the right thing she 
sacrificed her legal ambitions and entered 

‘New York city as a court reporter and no- 
tary public. 

She has an office in the Equitable build- 
ing and says she has more work than she 
can do. 

“The regular legal fee of a notary pub- 
lic,” said she, ‘‘is 1234 cents, but when we 
go out the charge is from $5 to $10.” 

_“What do you have to do when you a4- 
minister an oath?’ 

“Tt is very simple. The witness raises his 
or her right hand and swears that he or she 
will tell the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth.” 

“Do you have a seal?” 

“Yes, or acertificate can be gotten from 
the clerk of the court if the parties con- 
cerned are goin out of the state.” 

Miss Johnston states that it isquite a dif- 
ficult thing for a woman to get appointed 
to the office of notary public. She says 
there is a confirmed prejudice against a 
woman holding any public office. 

In the course of her experience she met a 
highly educated womau luw student who 
desired an appointment of notary public. 
She filled out a paper and pot 75 of the most 
influential citizens of Dutchess county to 
affix their names to the petition, yet her 
favor was not granted, and this case, Miss 
Johnston admits, is not a rare one. 

Miss Emma Mills is a notary public, a 
bank notary and a commissioner of deeds 
for some of the newly admitted states. She 
has a spacious office on Park row and does 
a successful business. She handles a great 
deal of stock for big enterprises and has a 


thorough legal education, understanding all 
the ins and outs of the law. 
Mrs. Ella Braman has a large office on 
Broadway and pee been a notary for some 
eisalso a commissioner in the 
nited States court of claims and a 
port agent for tourists. Mrs, Braman is 
what one may call asilent power.

Apprentices In This Field of Labor Do Not 
Have an Wasy Road to Travel. 

For ways that are dark and tricks that 
are not in vain the dressmaker is very pe- 
culiar. To prove the truth of this state- 
ment one has only to gain the confidence 
of the little apprentice girl that works for 
one of them and to let her talk. 


While some of these girls undoubtedly 


find kind and considerate empleyers, the 
vast majority of them have’ a very ROGHY 
road to travel. 

The young girl starting as an apprentice 
receives no salary or pay of any kind and 
has to-board and lodge at home, Ob ar- 
riving at the flat or house of her em- 


ployer iu ber first duty is 
usually the housew or k, washing the dishes, 
dusting, ete. . The sweeping she has done 
the night before’ Then she runs, or, to be 
more aecurate, walks, on all the errands, 
carrying dresses home to customers, buying 
- the groceries and other provisions. Many 
dressmakers keep several girls doing noth 
ing but What is technically known as “sam 
pling:” 

A girl will start out in the morning and 
amakc the round of all the principal stores, 
asking | for samples of nearly everything 
that is in’sight—laccs, dress goods, jets anc 
trimmings of every description. These sh 
takes to her employer; with the price at 
tached toeach and the name of the stor 
in which she got each sample.

Measuring the Mountains on the Moon. 
' By means of a good telescope a very dis- 
tinct: view of the moon’s surface may be ob- 
tained. With a glass having a power ‘of 
1,000 diameters we are “brought within 239 | 
thiles of the “‘pale orb of night”—that is, 
1,000 diameters of power magnifies the sur- 
face of our sister world until it does not 
appear to be over 239 miles away. With 
the highest power yet brought to bear, 
however, no trace of inhabitants of any sort 
has as yet been discovered, though did such 


easily defined with such a good view of the 
lunar surface rs that obtained by employ- 
ing a glass such #.s that mentioned. 

Even to the naked eye the moon presents 
the appearance of having a ragged and un- 
even surface, and it is needless to add that 
the telescope confirms this opinion. As- 
tronomers te]l us that on many parts ofthe 
visible portion of the moon very high 
mountains exist; also that the elevation of 
these peaks has been determined by meas- 
uring and carefully observing the shadows 
they cast when the sun shines obliquely 
uponthem. —

The vessel was the ordinary trim my ee 
boat, and three people and an immense net 
filled it pretty well.

AN ENGLISHMAN FINDS MANY ANNOY= 
ANCES IN ‘AMERICA. 


How Strangers, Especially Travelers Frow 

England, Are Swindied In Many of Our 

rger Cities—Cab Fares and Sleeping 
Heat. 


Although : ‘Mr. “Ruds erd Kipling may 
have a good deal to say for his peculiar 
‘view of American society, the real truth is 
that England and America can learn a good 
tnany things from each other. English- 
men are not ail millionaires, and nobody 
quite likes to be openly swindled. 

On the Atlantic the traveler is safe 
enough. Trave nowadays on board those 
ocean greyhounds i issimply aluxury. But 
the moment foot is set on shore the stranger 
experiences that he is in a new country, 
wherethings are not exactly as they are 
at home. An Englishman’s first instinct. 
on arriving at the conclusion of a journey 
is'to callacab. He had better not indulge 
this fancy in New York. A passenger ar- 
riving by any of the linérs at Liverpool 
would at once secure his luggage, have it 
conveyed to 2 cab, tip the porter and on 
being set down at his hotel would pay the 
cabman, say, halfacrown. They manage 


gage must, in the first place, be ‘*expressed”’ | 
at a charge of 1s. 6d. each package. If there 
are ladies in the party, this item may mount 
up to something considerable. 

Off you go in a ramshackle | equipage 
with an Irish driver, possessing none of the 
fun of the old country. On arriving at the 
hotel you.ask what the fare amounts to. 
And then the Englishman’s gore rises. 
He is accustoméd to stepping into a Lon- 
don hansom and driving a longer distance 
fora florin. But the Hibernian charioteer 
gravely calls for $, $ or 5, just according: 
to the humor he may “bein. And it has to 
be paid. The result is that when the trav- 
eler finds himself in his room it has prob- 
ably taken 25 shillings to convey himself 
and his luggege from the landing place to 
the hotel. Thisof course is simply a gor- 
geous swindle. And the way to avoid it is, 
fortunately, equally simple. 

The Americans travel with a single big 
trunk. Everything goes into it as intoa 
handbag. This Noak’s ark can be “ex- 
pressed”’ at the same charge as a dressing 
case. And this done, Uncle Sam makes for 
the street car and reaches his hotel for 5 
cents. This is the way to do it, but it is lit- 
tle short of a scandal that the law should 
not protect strangers. 

_As to hotels, something pleasant and un- 
pleasant may be said. In all the cities 
these establishments are of the most pala- 
tial character and are conducted on both 
the American and European plans. No one 
should enter a house conducted on both 
plans. Should he do so the experience of 
our party may be his. We had written 
ahead to secure rooms on the American 
plan at one of the l’ifth avenue hotels. The 
charge was $5, or £1, per day.. Arriving 
late at night, we were “skied” in a garret. . 

Judge of our surprise when on entering 
the dining room we were calmly informea 
that no food was supplied on the American 
plan after § p. m., and thatif one desired 
| to have supper it should be served on the 
| European plan. In other words, were ex 
pected to pay £1 a day for board and lodg- 
ing on the American plan and pay for our 
supper in cash because the Boston train 
happened to be late!

1t was too late to go elsewhere. At another 
of these gorgeous establishments we expe- 
rienced another piece of sharp practice. The 
terms were $7.50 per day or 30 shillings each 
person. But on our arrival we stepped into 
the wrong room for luncheon—i. e., into 
the room for visitors on the European plan. 
he bill had to be paid in cash, and we had 
the extreme satisfaction of paying 11s. od. 
for two luncheons, in addition to a cha 

of 30 shillings per day. These are samples 
of the impudent swindles that await the 
traveler whois not prepared for them.

- As regards railway traveling, somethings 
are better than at home, and others are 
worse. The rate of traveling is mostly 
slower, and tbe cost Icss than in England. 
But the cars are infinitely better, and trav- 
eling is, on the whole, pleasanter but for 
the heat. This is largely caused by the fact 
that the porter is generally a negro, and he 
heats the train up to his own ideas of com- 
fort, but it is not pleasant for an ordinary 
Englishman to swelter inacar with the 
thermometer at 75 degrees or 80 degrees and 
then go out intoan atmosphere below freez- 
ing point, oreven below zero.
